This appealing view of The Hague shows the ornamental lake known as the Hofvijver, as seen from the present-day Korte Vijverberg, and to the left the royal and governmental buildings of the 
Binnenhof. More than four centuries later, the view is largely the same today, with the important exception of the Mauritshuis, built only in 1636-41, which would become such a prominent feature 
to the left foreground of this view. 


One of the most spectacular gouaches of Hans Bol, executed in 1589, shows exactly the same view, though though populated with many more figures and boats and even a scene of the sport of 


‘Pulling the Goose.' That work, similar in format to this but roughly double the size, is in the Statens Museum for Kunst, Copenhagen.!

Catalogue Note 

The studies on both sides of this handsome sheet most probably relate to projects dating from early in Ludovico's career. The grieving figure of St. John, studied in two different poses, could be an 
early idea for the apostle in the Lamentation, once in Casa Tanari, Bologna, but recently rediscovered and now in the Metropolitan Museum, New York.!Although the figure of St. John in this 
drawing is not identical with the corresponding figure in the painting, there are strong similarities in the facial morphology and in the handling of the figure which make the connection very 
plausible. The right-hand study shows the figure half-length, while that on the left concentrates just on the head and shoulders, indicating an interest in creating a composition in which the figures 
were to appear half-length or even less, exactly as in the Metropolitan Museum Lamentation, where the body of Christ in the foreground is the prime focus. 


Christiansen (/oc.cit.) argues for an early dating for this painting, circa 1582, at the moment of the formation of the Carracci academy. The very experimental quality of the painting is evident in the 
unconventional representation of the body of Christ. A red chalk study, drawn from life, has been associated with this figure®, but whether that drawing should be attributed to Annibale or 


Ludovico is still the subject of scholarly debate. As Christiansen explained? the primary function of life drawing in the Carracci academy was to investigate problems of representation, and these 
studies were not necessarily preparatory for a particular painting, but formed a repertory to be used for future reference. The figure of Christ is substantially altered in the final painting, where 
Ludovico has adopted a less dramatic foreshortening which allows the depiction of the other figures more or less aligned behind the body of Christ in a crowded and narrow space. The style of the 
present drawing is comparable with Ludovico's early work and there are close similarities with the treatment of the folds in the draperies in the painting, the work of a young but powerful and 
ambitious artist. No other drawings besides these two have as yet been associated with the impressive Lamentation, and it is therefore difficult to understand fully the evolution of the 
composition. 


The verso appears to be a study for the figure of the Virgin in an Assumption. It cannot be connected to a known painting, but it shows the same early stylistic characteristics as the recto.

Catalogue Note 
The present sheet is a copy after one of the drawings (now lost) from the celebrated series by Joachim Wtewael, depicting the revolt of the Northern Netherlands against the Habsburg rule of King 
Philip Il of Spain. Fourteen compositions related to the series are known, all, except this one, in autograph versions and also replicas by followers of Wtewael. 


The series of drawings revolves around a maiden (symbolising the Netherlands) and her dramatic changing fortunes at the hands of successive companions (mostly representing the Spanish). The 
scene depicted here, entitled The Petition, falls fairly early on in the narrative. The composition illustrates the maiden kneeling down before a seated, well dressed lady, who is surrounded by a 
group of gentlemen, one of whom presents a scroll (a petition) on behalf of the maiden. The following drawing demonstrates that her appeal has failed as she is depicted lying on the ground being 


trampled on by a general. As Elizabeth McGrath remarks, ‘the whole plight of the heroine can be read in her gestures and attitudes as much as her physical condition.? 


The intended function of Wtewael's Netherlands History drawings has been much debated. They were long considered to be designs for an unexecuted series of prints, but recently discovered 
documents confirm that the drawings were actually made as designs for glass paintings. The panels were commissioned in 1610 to adorn the first floor of the town hall of Woerden, where earlier 





that year important negotiations had taken place with the Spanish. The original glass panels no longer survive, but the building and the room with the sequence of windows in which the glass 
panels were installed remain to this day.

Nicolas Lagneau is an artist about whom we know very little, in terms of his origins or artistic itinerary. The technique applied in the present portrait, and adopted throughout most of his 
portraiture, is a combination of coloured chalks, often accompanied by the use of stumping (see also lot 24). His portraits often reveal a truthfulness, at times revealing the arduous lives of his 
sitters but also portraying more humourous undertones, like the present example, where Lagneau has adopted a more caricatural approach. 


The arrival of Lagneau'’s portraits saw a marked break with tradition in France, moving away from the delicately refined and formal portraiture of François Clouet, towards a more naturalistic 
approach that would later sweep through the Northern Netherlands.

These two characterful and spontaneous double-sided sheets by Claude Gillot are rare examples of his work as a designer of arabesques and costumes. The arabesques (on the verso of both 
drawings), executed in the artist's preferred combination of black ink and red wash, are on the same scale as the large cache of designs in Berlin's Kunstbibliothek.! The costume designs (on 
he recto of both sheets), drawn using point of the brush and grey wash, are comparable with Gillot's work in the same technique for a small group of theatrical drawings.

The sheet of arabesques with a genie presents several decorative combinations and details. The central motifs depict two genies supporting a basin underneath umbrellas, with a female bust at 
the centre within a garlanded trellis, surmounted by a figure in theatrical costume sitting cross legged on a pillow, perhaps holding a wand. To the right are small sketches of a dancer dressed as a 
sorcerer, and a decorative motif with a genie, as well as an arresting sketch of a wigged man looking over his shoulder from behind a ledge. The theme of sorcery and costumes for sorcerers appear 


elsewhere in Gillot's drawings for the theatre. 





The second sheet contains a design for an arabesque with hippocamps in the centre, above an oar and trident with mermen below. These nautical motifs were common among Gillot's arabesque 
designs, which include a number of variations on arabesques with Jupiter. This drawing also contains a striking detail: a head of a man wearing a hat at a jaunty angle. The face has exaggerated 
pointed ears, long hair, and a long trailing moustache. It is drawn in the same manner as a double-sided sheet of studies in Berlin on which Gillot depicted himself making a wide range of theatrical 





expressions. 





The two sheets of costume studies of dancers are rare in Gillot's oeuvre, although examples of such costume sheets with figures in two rows can be found on drawings in the Ecole des beaux-arts, 


Paris, and the Musée des beaux-arts, Dijon.? The figures' raised arms and trailing sleeves indicate that they were characters singing and dancing. Comparable costumed figures appear on more 
finished sheets of costume studies from an album that surfaced in 2004. The female costumes are also close to those found in two compositional studies by Gillot, representing a scene that may 





be set at the Fair at Bezons; one is in the Harvard Art Museums (Inv. No. 1991.240), and the other at the Städel Museum, Frankfurt (inv. No 16349).3 


Dr Jennifer Tonkovich has kindly confirmed the attribution to Claude Gillot based on digital images and has provided the comparative material described above.

This extremely well preserved drawing, executed in the Venetian manner on blue paper, is clearly based on the grand chiaroscuro drawing by Paolo Veronese, now in the British Museum.! Although 


that drawing seems to have served as the basis for part of the composition of a more extensive composition, in Ottawa’, the drawing was none the less probably made as an independent work of 
art. 


The former attribution to Quellinus cannot be maintained, and the drawing seems instead to be stylistically close to certain works by the Munich-born Hans Johann Rottenhammer, who was in Italy 
from 1588 until 1606. For much of that time, he worked in Venice, marrying a local woman and establishing a successful studio in the city. Rottenhammer's rare drawings from his time in Venice are 
most strongly influenced by the work of Palma Giovane, but Veronese also had an impact on his drawing style. The most comparable sheets by the artist include the fine drawing of The Hosts 


of Pharoah Destroyed in the Red Sea, formerly in the Devonshire Collection at Chatsworth?, and the Raising of Lazarus, still in the collection there.*

Antonina Houbraken was the daughter of the famous painter, engraver and artists' biographer Arnold Houbraken (1660-1719) and second wife of Jacob Stellingwerff (1667-1727). Jacob, who was a 
goldsmith by profession, became an amateur draughtsman or copyist after his marriage to Antonina in 1723.

Catalogue Note 
This recently discovered album was compiled by members of the Mason family over the course of much of the 19t" century. The Masons were related to the Constables by marriage and the two 

families were close. The album contains a myriad of material, including amateur watercolours and drawings, engravings after the Old Masters, poems and extensive texts, ranging from jokes and 
ditties to comments on contemporary events. 


For over two hundred years, the album has survived as a time capsule. Leafing through it, the world of Constable's extended family is partially illuminated, the pages revealing their interests, their 
tastes and often their sense of fun and humour. Alongside this social history, the album also contains other secrets, namely four previously unrecorded works by John Constable. 





Considering these works chronologically, the first is a colourful, oval landscape, which shows a team of horses pulling a cart over a stone bridge, while a man carrying a heavy load walks up into a 


small village. The work is not only signed but dated, very precisely, 5" April 1794. Constable was only seventeen when he painted this watercolour, and it is among his very earliest surviving works. 


Although by 1794, Constable had entered his father’s business and was supervising the family’s windmill on East Bergholt Common, he already had aspirations to become a professional artist. The

hills and stone bridge in this watercolour are not immediately recognisable as being East Anglian and it is likely that the young Constable had taken inspiration from a print in order to create th 
work. 


The second work by Constable dates to circa 1797 and has been recognised as the original watercolour from which Constable derived his only surviving etching of the period: The Deserted Cottage 


(fig 1).1 The previous summer, Constable had stayed with the Allen family, relations who lived at Edmonton in Middlesex. While there, he met John Thomas Smith, a topographer and engraver who 
was in the process of preparing his book, Remarks on Rural Scenery. When finished, this publication consisted of twenty etchings that depicted rural housing on the outskirts of ever-expanding 
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London. In gathering material for the book, Smith looked foremost at the world around him, but also at the Dutch landscape prints of the 17t" century, in particular the works of Jan Both (1615- 
652) and Rembrandt van Rijn (1606-1659). 


After Constable returned home to Suffolk, he continued to correspond with Smith and the latter took on the role of unofficial tutor and mentor. In January 1797, Constable mentions in a letter that 
he had sent some drawings of cottages to Smith and he also thanked him for his advice on the technical process of etching. ‘You flatter me highly respecting my Cottages and | am glad you have 


‘ound one or two among them worthy of your needle. | am obliged to you for the direction you sent me for etching... 





n the album's 'Cottage' drawing the young artist, still only twenty-one years old, depicts a ramshackle dwelling in blue-grey washes, yellow watercolour and pen and ink. Seen from a low viewpoint 








and against a woodland background, weeds and shrubs have self-seeded themselves into the cottage’s thatched roof, while a tumbledown fence and overgrown hedge make up the foreground. 
Cottages and rural houses would be a theme that Constable would return to often throughout his career. 





The third and fourth drawings by Constable in the album are both carefully observed portraits. The first of these is a portrait of Abram Constable (1783-1862), a work in pencil that would seem to 


relate to Constable's 1806 oil painting (fig. 2).2 Abram was John’s younger brother and correspondence reveals that the pair enjoyed a warm relationship. Abram had a head for business and it was 





firstly his willingness and secondly his success at managing the Constable family’s milling and shipping affairs that gave John Constable the freedom to become a professional artist. In later life, 
when Constable was in need of financial support for himself and his children, Abram was able to step in and help. 


Although Abram never married, as a younger man he was both sociable and eligible. In 1811, his mother wrote, 'Abram is our only male amongst the youthful parties.'* Constable's portrait captures 











him as a handsome and romantic figure, with full sideburns, fashionable hair and wearing a high collar and carefully tied stock. A clue as to why the Mason's may have decided to keep Abram's 


portrait in the album can perhaps be found in his surviving correspondence, where he stated that they were 'very worthy people’ and ‘almost my best friends in the County.'> 





The album's second portrait by John Constable is his sensitive depiction of Jane Anne Mason, later Mrs James Inglis (1792-1876). This pencil drawing is inscribed, possibly by one of the Mason 
amily, in the lower right: J.A./ — by J.C. / St. Mary's 1809. As noted above, the Masons and the Constables were related. In 1792, William Mason (1768-1840), Jane Anne’s father, married Anne 
Parminter (1769-1857). She was John and Abram’s father’s first cousin. Jane Anne grew up between St. Mary’s in Church Street, Colchester - of which there is a drawing by her father in the album, 
and where Constable, according to the inscription, seems to have drawn her - and Jupe’s Hill, which lies only a short walk from the Constable family home at East Bergholt. Her father was a 
successful solicitor and he acted on occasion as the Constable's family lawyer. He was a prominent figure in local society and between 1802 and 1813 he served as Town Clerk of Colchester, while in 
818 he was appointed an alderman. Jane Anne married James Inglis, a merchant, in September 1815 at St Mary the Virgin at the Walls, Colchester. The couple had three sons, James, William, who 








joined the Royal Engineers and died in 1854 during the Siege of Sevastopol, and finally Robert. 


Two oil paintings relating to the Mason family by John Constable survive. The first is a ‘conversation piece’, depicting several members of the family, including it is believed, Jane Anne. That work 





dates to circa 1805-1806 and is now in the Colchester and Ipswich Museum (fig 3). The second is a single figure portrait of Jane herself, which dates to 1809. That work forms part of the 


Government Art Collection and currently hangs at 10 Downing Street (fig 4).

On 21 June 1837, following the death of her uncle, the young Victoria was proclaimed Queen, wearing 'deep mourning’ white tippet and cuffs, and 'a border of white lace beneath a small black 
bonnet, which was placed far back on her head, exhibiting her light hair in front simply parted over her forehead." 


The present, previously unknown portrait, captures this significant moment and can be linked to two drawings and an engraving in the Royal Collection that also depict the new Queen wearing 


the above-mentioned clothing. 





This drawing has never before appeared on the market. Its history is an interesting one having once belonged to Charlotte, Duchess of Northumberland (1787-1866) who, between 1831 and 1837, 
acted as Victoria's governess. The duchess, at an unknown moment, gave the portrait to her niece and ward Henrietta Williams-Wynn (1818-1878) who, in May 1843, married Hugh Williams, later 
Sir Hugh Williams of Bodelwyddan, Flintshire. The work has remained with their descendants until this day.

Catalogue Note 
It seems very likely that the present drawing was made by Joanna Bonham Carter, Florence Nightingale'’s first cousin and a prolific draughtswoman. It has been suggested that the portrait may be 
based on Julius Cornelius Schaarwachter's photograph, which shows Nightingale in the same pose. This drawing, which until now has been considered lost, is also connected with a lithograph by 


Richard James Lane (published in 1854) and a medal that was struck by John Pinches in circa 1856.1 


The drawing is inscribed with an inscription which states that it belonged to Florence's ‘uncle’ Mr Bracebridge. This refers to Charles Bracebridge who, although not in fact related to the 
Nightingales, was a very close family friend. He and his wife Selina, travelled extensively with Florence and it was they who encouraged her to enter into the medical world. Florence described the 


Bracebridges as ‘the creators of my life’ and Selina Bracebridge as ‘more than mother’? 


The inscription then implies that the work was given by Charles Bracebridge to Miss D.L. Dix. This is undoubtedly Dorothea Lynde Dix (1802-1887), an American nurse who was appointed 
Superintendent of Army Nurses during the American Civil War. Dix was a great admirer of Florence Nightingale and had narrowly missed meeting her on two occasions: once in the spring of 1856 
when she herself had been in the Crimea (Dix arrived at Scutari only to discover that Nightingale was at Balaclava), and for a second time, when later that year - after Florence had returned to 
England - Dix had been invited by the Bracebridges to meet Florence at their home Atherstone Hall in Warwickshire. Sadly for Dix, the plan was foiled when Florence was called away to Scotland for 
an interview with Queen Victoria.

Russian Army. 


George Jones, the son of a mezzotint engraver, enrolled in the Royal Academy schools in 1801 and he was elected a full member of that institution in 1822. During the Napoleonic Wars he served in 
the South Devon Militia and was present in occupied Paris in the immediate aftermath of the Battle of Waterloo. 


After the war he returned to life as a professional painter and he gained much attention for his paintings of military engagements. Jones exhibited a number of pictures of the Crimea war at the 


Royal Academy and in 1858 he presented The Battle of Inkerman, a now untraced oil painting, which the present large-scale drawing is connected.! 


Jones has dedicated this drawing to ‘Lord Overstone’ This refers to Samuel Jones-Loyd, first and last Baron Overstone (1796-1883), a banker who was one of the richest men in the country. His 


daughter and sole heiress, Harriet, married Robert Loyd-Lindsay, who rose to become a Brigadier General and 1% Baron Wantage. During the Crimean War he served with the Scots Guards and he 
was awarded the Victoria Cross for his actions at the Battle or the Alma and the Battle of Inkerman.
